(a) A patent may not be obtained though the inveittion is not ideBtically disclosed or described as set forth m 
section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such thai the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinaiy skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the admitted 
prior art (Figures 4 and 5). 

The admitted prior art substantially discloses the claimed subject matter except for the 
lead wires being on the bottom. 

The examiner makes official notice that it is known in the art to move wires to allow 
access from different directions. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made and having access to the prior art to be able to move wires to the bottom or from one 
location to another. 

The rationale for such a rejection is that one skilled in the art could have combined the 
known elements and the combination would have yielded predictable results to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention or one skilled in the art would have been motivated to 
move the wires in order to allow access from a different point on the motor.
